THE INQUEST. 


Thomas Holden was the first witness 
examined. He testified: "Was not 
present at the time of the accident; 
saw the wrecked wagon afterwards; 


saw thedeceased lying on the track; 
I thought he was dead. His name was 
Elias Parks; he was a teamster and 
rancher; I think.he was about59 years 
of age; don’t know his nativity, but 
am pretty sure that he was an Ameri- 
can. The accident occurred about 
half-hast 10 o’clock; he was killed by 
the tender running over him at the 
crossing close by the V. & T. bridge; 
I walked over to the mill beside his 
wagon to the flouring mill; he had 
eight horses in his team and two 
wagons;after unloading hereturned the 
way he had come, that being the only 
way; 1 did not come back with him; 
helped him turn the wagon; left him 
riding one of the wheel horses; the 
eight animals were pulling the empty 
wagons; I started up towards Earl's 
depot on the C. P. track; had got 
about 150 yards from the lower end of 
the corral when [ heard theengine bell 
and started back; before I-got where 
[ could.see the ruad he was on I heard 
the crash and ran up and saw Parks 
lying as I have described and the 
brokeu wagon; several mer were: lift- 
ing Parks up; he died ina few min- 
utes. Deceased has a wife and child- 
rea aud a brother living in Janesville. 
When Parks went to the flouring mill 


and T. spur; I was leaning out of the 
window of the cab looking towards 


the bridge; was not over a cars length 
from the crossing when I caught a 
glimpse of something, I knew not 
what on the track; my fireman shouted 
“Look out!” and I turned round 
and reversed the engine; I opened the 
throttle as wide as I could and stopped 
her as soon as possible; we wont only 
obout 15 or 20 feet after the engine 
was reversed; we did not go over the 
crossing; I gan not tell which 
we struck first, But I think 
it must surely have been the 
horses; the curve is very sharp and [ 
could see but a few feet ahead in coa- 
sequence from my position; the cars 
standing on the spur were left behind 
because the morning train could not 
take them; they were C. P. cars des- 
tined for Virginia city; the fireman 
vas ringing the bell all the way from 
Chamberlain’sto the point at which 
I reversed the engine, at which time 
he left the bell-rope to put down the 
brake. 

To ajuror— Was on theside of tho 
engine next to the loaded ears; the 
foreman was on the other side; the 
engine was going from 6 to 8 miles an 
hour. 


HENRY NORTHROP 


testified: I was on the engine; 
I was looking out on _ the 
opposite side from Mr. Lyman, 1 
saw a pair of horses across the track 


aud one pair on it; I heard Mr. 
Getchell and Mr. Gladstone 
shout; they were? both on _ the. 
engine; Getchell jumped off; then 
the tender struck the horses on the 
track; they had got a little further 
across; the engine bounded back. im-

— The 
commissioner of the general. land 
office, in the course of a decision re- 
fusing the application of certain par- 
ties to be allowed te relocate the 
American Hill quartz mine, announce 
the following new and important rul- 
ing, which is intended to prevent the 
success of a large class of jumpers: 

First—A mining claim is subject to 
relocation subsequent to its entry for 
location. | 

‘Second—A failure to perform the 
labor or make ;the. improvements re- 
quired by settion 2324 of the revised 
statutes Seaiebcin the date of entry and 
the delivery of the patent does not 
work the ferfeiture of the rights 
acquired by entry nor demand its can- 
cellation when such failure is brought 
to the attention of the general land 
office by such. relocation or otherwise. 

Third— The annual expenditure 
named in section 2324 is required to 
support the possessory title only. 

Fourth—The objections from third 
parties, which, by the last clause of 
section 2325 may be heard, relate only 
to the conditions of purchase, and not 
to those of possession. |

The Reported Negro Insurrection. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 18.—Natchez 
advices say that the reports concern- 
ing arising of 2500 negroes in Tensas 
parish, and outrages committed by 
them, prove to have been grossly ex- 
aggerated. On Monday last negroes 
in large numbers’ passed through 
Waterproof on their way to a mass 
meeting some niles above the town, 
and in passing through, some of them 
were very insulting and threatning in 
their language. -The citizens became 
alarmed and sent to Natchez for aid, 
and 100 citizens, well armed, answer- 
ed the call, but on arriving at Water- 
proof found there was no need for 
armed assistance. . The party was en- 
tertained by the citizens and returned 
next day to Natchez. There has been 
no general conflict with the negroes 
as reported, and as far as could be 
learned, no negrees had been killed. 

Governor Nichols last night receiy- 
ed a dispatch from the district attorney 
of Tensas parish, saying: ‘The sheriff 
has a force of 500 or 600 men, mostly 
militia from. the adjoining parishes, 
and needs no more foree at present to 
maintain peace and vindicatethe law.” 
No mention is made in the dispatch of 
any conflict having occurred.

Battlefield Statistics. 
| Philadelphia Press.] 


It is difficult in general even to ap- 
proximate to the loss of human life in 
great wars. According to the statis. 
tics of the battlefield in Europe and 
Asia the Turks had 150,000 men 
killed of wounded in the two?seats of 
war in. Europe and Asia. Probably 
the missing are included in this esti- 
mate. How the conclusion was ar- 
rived at is not stated, but the Rus- 
sians are said to have a heavier loss 
than their antagonists. The IJnvalide 
Russe says that over ten million cart- 
ridges were fired by the Czar’s troops 
from first to last. Therefore the pro- 
portion of hits to shots fired would be 
only one in every seventy-six. This 
may seem a very small number, but in 
1870 the Prussians only brought 
down one French soldier tor every 179 
cartridges exploded. At the terrible 
conflict of Worth there was one hit 
out of every 147 shots fired, and at 
Columby-Neuilly one of the enemy 
was struck by 114 cartridges. In the 
five greatest battles of 1870, including 
Sedan, the Germans fired off nearly 
seven million cartridges, or within 
nearly a third of what the Russians 
expended during the whole of their 
late campaign against the Turks. 
Kither the Russian soldier is more 
economical of his ammunition than 
the German or his weapon can not be 
fired so quickly as the rifle used 
against the French. Doubtless many 
were slain by artillery fire, but this 
would probably be the same in both 
wars. Civilians usually find it diffi- 
cult to believe that, considering the 
number of shots fired in battle, the 
mortality is so small. Their military 
friends, however, can assure them of 
the fact.

Battlefield Statistics. 
| Philadelphia Press.] 


It is difficult in general even to ap- 
proximate to the loss of human life in 
great wars. According to the statis- 
tics of the battlefield in Europe and 
Asia the Turks had 150,000 men 
killed of wounded in the two?seats of 
warin Europe and Asia. Probably 
the missing are included in this esti- 
mate. How the conclusion was ar- 
rived at is not stated, but the Rus- 
sians are said to have a heavier loss 
than their antagonists. The Invalide 
Russe says that over ten million cart- 
ridges were fired by the Czar’s troops 
from first to last. Therefore the pro- 
portion of hits to shots fired would be 
only one an every seventy-six. This 
may seem a very small number, but in 
1870 the Prussians only brought 
down one French soldier tor every 179 
cartridges exploded. At the terrible 
conflict of Worth there was one hit 
out of every 147 shots fired, and at 
Columby-Neuilly one of the enemy 
was struck by 114 cartridges. In the 
five greatest battles of 1870, including 
Sedan, the Germans fired off nearly 
seven million cartridges, or within 
nearly athird of what the Russians 
expended during the whole of their 
late campaign against the Turks. 
Hither the Russian soldier is more 
economical of his ammunition than 
the German or his weapon can not be 
fired so quickly as the rifle used 
against the French. Doubtless many 
were slain by artillery fire, but this 
would probably be the same in both 
wars. Civilians wsually find it difh- 
cult to believe that, considering the 
number of shots fired in battle, the 
mortality is sosmall. Their military 
friends, however, can assure them of
